Idaho highway board 
clears Perrine plan 



BOISE — The design and 
location of the new Pcrrinc 
Memorial Bridge was approved 
by the- U;(.;hiui5' 
IJep.irtmp:;'. Ixi.irfl rf (i)r'."-l(ir'. 
during a meeting in Boise on 
Tuesday. 

State Engineer Ellis IWathes 
told the tMard the bridge has top 
priority for financing, through 
ederal bridge-replacement 
funds.. The federal funds would 
provide 75 per cent of the total 
cost of construction, with the 
state of Idaho putting up the 
remaining 25 per cent. 

Mathes said the state's 
contribution, estimated in 
excess of $2 million, could pose 
a problem. TTic total cost of the 
project, including preparation 
of the approaches, realignment 
of the highway and construction 
of the bridge itself, could top 
{8.5 million at present 
estimates. 

The Idaho Highway Depart- 
ment would have to find the $2 
million for Idaho's portion of the 
costs \n its budget, Mathes said, 
and this could pose a problem. 
The federal contribution is 



still , uncertiiin. One pctj^ion, 
backed up with reams of 
testimony on the cost and 
■ha?.ar(! .■-.•r.'lr:iir,g the prcsi nt 
struf'luri' operation, ti.'U afoi'l 
a teciuiicality in the federal law, 
when it was revealed that funds 
would be provided only if the 
bridge in question had been 
completely closed to all traffic 
due to deterioration or struc- 
tural damage. 

Since the Perrine Bridge has 
been closed only to trucks with 
gross loads of over 22 tons, the 
petiti,on failed to qualify. * 

Idaho Gov. Cecil D. Andrus 
and the; highway department 
arc still seeking a route to the U. 
S. Treasury, according to 
recent reports. 

The new Perrine Bridge will 
be built a short distance up- 
stream from Ihi present 
structure. Highway 9.1. which 
now travels straight across the 
Iwidge, will have to angle to the 
east to meet the new structure, 
according to the location 
specifications approved by the 
highway board. 



The residence on the southern 
rim of the canyon, just east of 
the bridge, will have to tie 
rciiK vcci I'; ai'ow rc ..lii ; ; 

Ilif iiiziible rock 
outcropping on the north rim 
will have to be blasted away, 
and a hill about 25 feet high will 
have to be removed.

Draft near end 



WASHINGTON (UPD-The 
draft expires at midnight with 
Congress powerless to do 
anything about it because of a 
dispute over the Vietnam war. 
It will leave the President 
without draft authority for the 
first time since 1949 but defense 
officials said there was little 
need for immediate concern. 

Both the House and Senate 
have passed legislation to 
extend President Nixon's power 
to draft for another two years. 
TTie Senate, however, attached 
to its version of the legislation 
an amendment ' that would 
declare it the national policy of 
the .United States to be out of 
Vietnam nine months after the 
draft law became effective. 

But that .imendment, contin- 
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gent only on a Communist 
release of all American war 
prisoners, was not accepted by 
the House. And when members 
of both bodies met in conunit- 
tec to iron out their differences, 
the 1bnd4he-war amendment 
caused a stalemate. Strong 
opf)osilion, reportedly originat- 
ing with the White House, 
developed against the out-in- 
nine-months idea. 

It appeared likely the im- 
passe could not be resolved until 
next week after Congress has 
had its Independence Day 
holiday. . 

In the meantime. Selective 
Service officials revealed that 
draft boards across the country 
stopped sending out induction 
notices more than a week ago. 



TWIN FALLS - The North 
Hailey Bridge across the Wood

■fhe highway board of 
directors "submitlcd a list of 20 
bridges which need 
replacement to the federal 
government in a request for 
federal matching funds, listing 
the Perrine Memorial Bridge as 
top priority with an "urgent" 
criterion attached. 

The Rock Creek Canyon 
bridge, known 'as the "singing 
bridge" to many Magic Valley 
motorists, is 13th in priority for 
replacement, according to Bill 
Harvey, highway department 
public relations director. The 
bridge was built in 1920, and 
replacement would cost an 
estimated $1.3 million, Harvey 
said. 

The Wood River Bridge at 
Hailey is one step higher in 
priority — listed No. 12 — at a 
replacement cost of $660,000. 

Highway Engineer Ellis 
Mathes said -that the federal 
government- would provide 75 



per cent of the cost of 
replacement if funds are ap- 
proved. The Perrine Bridge tab 
at present, figuring con- 
struction by 1975, is «.6 million. 
With the government providing 
W.45 million, the state would 
have to come up with $2.15 
million - and this in itself poses 
a problem. Mathes said. 

Mathes said the Federal 
Highway Administration has 
allocated $100 million for bridge 
replacement this year and $150 
million for next year. He said 
the Idaho department has been 
asked to submit a priority 
listing of bridges. 

The Idaho bridges, however,., 
must compete with 49 other 
states for the limited funds, 
according to the federal stan- 
dards. The highway ad- 
ministration must consider the 
relative need of all petitions In 
allocating the money, he said. 

The "singing bridge" is 
sturdy enough for all traffic, 
according to District Highway 
Engineer Howard Johnson, 
Sioshone, but the bottlenedc 
offered by the narrow two-lane 
design is an increasing-problem 
in light of the heavy traffic 
using tlie bridge. 



SalyuJLGrewmen 
die in landing 



MOSCOW (UPI) -The three 
Soviet cosmonauts who set an 
endurance record for space 
flights died mysteriously today 
on their return to earth, the 
Soviet news agency' Tass 
reported. 

Soyui 11 cosmonauts Georgy 
Dobrvolsky. 43, Vladislav Volk- 
ov, 35, and Viktor Patsayev, 38, 
were found strapped in their 
seats "without any signs of 
life" when their spacecraft soft-^' 
landed as planned in Soviet 
Central Asia. 

Tass said the causes of the 
crew's death are being investi- 
gated. The men spent 23 days, 
17 hours and 40 minutes in 
orbit, and space scientists have 
speculated in the past that 
prolonged weightlessness and 
the sudden shock of re-entering 
earth's gravity could cause 
heart failure. 

Why they died wa.s unknown 
but Soviet journalists close to 
the space program quoted 
preiiminar}' unofficial reports 
as saying: 

—The cosmonauts were in a 
state of repose, as if in sleep. 
Their faces were tranquil. 
Thercj were no signs they 
struggled to survive. 

—There was no obvious 
mechanical damage to tlie 
Soyuz 11 spacci.-rafl. 

It may take weeks and 
months before the exact cause 
of the disaster is ascertained

BOISE ( UPI) — Some 30 bills 
approved by the first session of 
Idaho's 1971 legislature will be- 
come effective July 1, including 
the new Uniform Consumer 
Credit Code, the Experimental 
Agriculture I^bor Act, and the 
compromise version of the 
teacher negotiations bill. 

The Idaho version of the Uni- 
form Consumer Credit Code will 
provide regulations for trans- 
actions involving credit — both 
goods and services — and will 
regulate loans by both banks 
and by small lending institu- 
tions. 

The agricultural labor meas- 
ure is effective for only a year, 
but an interim legislative com- 
mittee has been formed to 
study this summer such prob- 
lems that may arise with hopes 
of reaching a better solution 
during the next session of the 
legislature. The bill outlines 
provisions for organizing, strik- 
ing and negotiating. 

The new teadier negotiations 
bill is a compromise between 
original versions approved by 
teadiers and by school trustees.

SAIGON (UPI) - Military 
spokesmen today reported re- 
newed heavy fighting Just below, 
the Demilitarized Zone (DMZ). 
North Vietnamese units inflict- 
ed heavy losses on a South 
Vietnamese militia unit and 
carried out both shelling and 
ground assaults against a 
government moimtaintop out- 
post near the DMZ. 

As the fighting flared again 
along the DMZ, President 
Nguyen Van Thieu predicted 
the "final confrontation" with 
North Vietnam wotdd come in 
1973 after most U.S. troops had 
withdrawn. He said it wouIdT 
come in the area south "Of the 
neutral buffer strip. 

The U.S. command reported 
meanwhile that three Ameri- 
cans were killed and eight 
wounded today when plastic 
explosives blew up in their 
truck near Da Nang. Two other 
GIs died in the crash of their 
helicopter and 12 were wounded 
when a U.S. helicopter acciden- 
tally flred rockets into their 
position. -

south of Fire Base Fuller came 
under attack several times late 
Tuesday and today.

Messages of condolence 
poured in from acound the 
world— Pope Paul VI, President 
Tito of Yugoslavia, western 
scientists, including the U.S.

Petitions 
ask vote

TWIN FALLS — Petitions 
^calling for an election in Twin 
Falls County to create a 
regional airport authority were 
filed with County aerk Harold 
Lancaster Tueday. 
. The petitions carried about 
1,500 signatures. . 

Lancaster,,.w:ho.,said he is 
checking Uie signatures him- 
self, said only about five per 
cent of the names are being 
disqualified by reason of non- 
registration as county voters, as 
being non-residents or because 
the signatures are not legible. 

Lancaster said it appears, if 
this trend continues, the 
petitions will contain the 
required number of names of 
registered voters. By law, the 
peUtions must be signed by five 
per cent of the electors of the 
1970 general election, or about 
1,100 names. 

In the past few months, 
Lancaster said, he has had to go 
through the voter registrations 
three times in checking for 
duplication under the new jury 
selection law. The law requires 
names be drawn from voter 
registration as in the past, from 



utility company records of 
customer's and from driver 
license lists. To eliminate 
duplication, these lists have 
been checked against the 
registration files. 

If sufficient signatures are 
contained on the petitions, the 
county commissioners must 
advise the Idaho Department of 
Aeronautics of the qualified 
petitions. The Board of 
Aeronautics will call an election 
within 60 days on the question of 
creating a regional airport 
authority. 

Petitions are being circulated 
in eight Magic Valley counties , 
and many have already ob^ 
tained sufficient qualified 
signatures. Should one county 
vote negatively in the election, 
that county can be excluded. On - 
the basis of all eight counties 
participating. Twin Falls would 
pay 43 per cent of the total cost, 
of construction and main- 
tenance. If ■ the number of 
counties is reduced the per- 
centage would increase. 

Lancaster said he believes he' 
will have all petitions checked 
for validity of signatures by the 
end of the week.

WASHINGTON — The House 
Interior Subcommittee will 
probably visit the area involved 
in the Salmon Falls Division of 
the Snake River Reclamation 
Project in order to determine 
the need for the project, ac- 
cording to Rep.

Eisenhower failed to tell risk 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Government officials as early 
as the Elsenhower administra- 
tion failed to tell the American 
public and Congress of the rislcs 
faced by the United States in 
its involvement in Vietnam, 
according to a top secret 
Pentagon study of the war. 

The summary of the 47- 
volume study also outlined the 
scope " of the huge American 
involvement in Vietnam, point- 
ing out that during , the 
presidency of Dwight D~ 
Eisenhower South Vietnam 
became the fifth-ranlcing reci- 
pient of American aid. 

It said the Southeast Asian 
puntry had the largest econ- 
tinic aid mission anywhere in 
the world by 1958 and the 
world's only military aid 
mission conunanded by a 
lieutenant general. 

Copies of portions of the 
Pentagon report were furnished 
to UPI today by Sen. Mike 
Gravel, D-Alaska. Charging 
President Nixon was trying to 
"manipWate the United States 
Senate into silence," he made 
several hundred pages of the 
study public at a specially 
called subcommittee hearing 
that lasted into the early 
morning hours. 

The papers released . by 
Gravel were a sununary of the 
same Pentagon papers pub- 
lished In part by the New York 



TimM, the Washington Post 
and other newspapers. 

Ilie Justice Department , was 
granted a temporary federal 
court order against further 
publication of s^ltive portions 
of the report. - The case was 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 

The report - showed that 
during the late ISSOs, American 
intelligence officials in South 
Vietnam were reporting to the 
U.S. government that despite 
substantial U.S. assistance, the 
regime of president Ngo Dinh 
Diem *as under internal attack 
and its use of the assistance 
was "below that which is 
politically desirable." 

"While classified policy pa- 
pers through 1959 thus dealt 
with risks, public statements of 
U.S. officials did not refer to 
the jeopardy," the {^ntagon^ 
report summary said. -"To the"" 
contrary, the picture presented 
tp the public and Congress by 
... administration spokesmen 
was of continuing progress, 
virtually miraculous unprove- 
ment,"year-in and year-out." 

In 1954, soon after the defeat 
of the French and the signing 
of the Geneva accords, the 
report said, an American 
Intelligence estimate concluded 
the chances of establishing a 
strong, anti-Communist regime 
in Vietnam were poor and that 
the situation was likely to 
continue to deteriorate progres- 



sively. 

Despite the estimate, the 
analysis said, the United States 
moved promptly to bring about 
the SEATO alliance and elimin- 
ate France as the recipient of 
American aid for Vietnam. It 
quoted another Intelligence 
estimate In April, 1955. that it 
would be "extremely difficult" 
for- a Vietnamese government 
to make progress towards 
developing a strong, stable anti- 
Communist regUne. 

"Within a matter of weeks, 
however," the analysis conti- 
nued, "the U.S. firmly and 
finally committed Itself to 
unstinting support of Ngo Dlnh 
Diem, accepted his refusal to 
comply with the political 
settlement of Geneva, and 
acceded to withdrawal of 
French military power and 
political Influence from South 
Vietnam." 

The analysis said that during 
the Elsenhower years "the 
American aid program cannot 
be faulted for failing to provide 
Diem funds In plenty." 

"From fiscal year 1946 
through fiscal 1961, Vietnam 
was the third ranking non- 
NATO recipient of aid, and the 
seventh worldwide," the sum- 
mary said. "In fiscal year 1961, 
the last program of President 
Eisenhower's administration. 
SOTth Vietnam was the fifth 
ranKing recipient overall." 



It said the American military 
assistance group in Vietnam by 
fiscal year 1961 was the "only 
military aid mission anywhere 
in the world commanded by a 
lieutenant general, and the 
economic aid mission there was 
by 1958 the largest anywhere." 

During the period, the analy- 
sis said, American aid had "an 
explicit military rationale." For 
example, it said, a 20-mile 
stretch of highway from Saigon 
to Bien Hoa built for specifical- 
ly military purposes, received 
more U.S. economic aid tlian 
all funds provided for labor, 
community development, social 
welfare, health and education in 
Vietnam in the years 1954-1961. 

Writers of the report refused 
to accept at face value the 
public American view that the 
People's Revolutionary Party 
(PRP), the political arm of the 
National Liberation Front, or 
Viet Cong, was merely th? 
southern arm of the Communist 
party of North Vietnam. The 
analysis noted official U.S. 
statements had labeled the 
PRP as the instrument through 
which Hanoi Instigated and 
controlled the revolt against 
Diem. 

The analysts said the organi- 
zational genius evident in the 
NLF as well as the testimony 
of Vietnamese Conmiunists in 
interrogations and captured 



. documents supported the inter- 
pretation. 

"But significant doubt re- 
jnains," the report said. "Viet 
Minh stay-behinds testified in 
1955 and 1956 that their mission 
was political agitation for the 
olding of the general elections 
promised>at Geneva." 

The report said Conrununist 
party efforts in the first years 
alter the Geneva agreements 
appeared to be devoted to the 
careful construction of an 
underground apparatus which, 
although it used assassinations 
and kidnapping, "circumspectly 
avoided military operations." 

The report said all evidence 
pointed to the autumn of 1959 
as the period in which the Viet 
Cong tnfude their transition 
from a blandestine . political 
movement to a more overt 
military operation. But the. 
report traced the start of 
incidents of violence against the 
Diem regime in South Vietnam 
to mid-1957. 

"There is little doubt that 
Diem and. his. government 
applied the term Viet Cong 
somewhat loosely within South 
Vietnam to mean all persons or 
groups who resorted to clandes- 
tine political activity or armed 
opposition against his govern- 
ment," the report said.

Turkey agrees to eradicate 
production of poppies in '72 



Canal plan eyed 



WASHINGTON ( UPI ) -Turk- 
ey, the leading source of heroin 
flowing into the United States, 
announced today it had agreed 
to a U^S. .appeal to totally 
eradlcate^oduction of poppies 
b'y the fall of next year. 

President Nixon hailed the 
Ankara announcement as a 
"significant breakthrough" in 
U.S. efforts to dry up the 
supply of heroin that has 
created a major addiction 
problem In this country as well 
as other parts of the world." 

Opium comes from ' poppies 
grown by an estimated 75,000 
Turkish fanners. Heroin is a 
derivative of opium. 



The Turkish armouncement 
that a ban on poppy growing 
would become fully effective in 
the autumn of 1972 climaxed a 
10-year effort by the United 
States to get Ankara to stop 
opium production. 

Nixon said it would be "a 
significant contribution to the 
well-being of the world." 

He said more than 60 per 
cent of the heroin trafficked in 
this country comes from 
Turkey, and he expressed hope 
that the Turkish action "will 
provide an example that soon 
will be followed by other 
nations" where the poppies are 
grown— later to become opium 



and heroin. 

An Istanbul newspaper, Mil- 
Uyet, said the United States 
would pay losses inctuxed by 
the Turkish government and by 
farmers who novrgnw opiimn 
poppies.

Soon after the announcement 
from Turkey, Nixon met In his 
office with the Turkish ambas- 
sador to Washington, Melih 
E^ntiel, and Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers. 

"My administration is com- 
mitted to aid nations* and 



peoples prepared to help 
eliminate the narcotic men- 
ace," Nixon said afterward 
during an appearance before 
reporters in the White House 
press center. "I pledge to 
continue cooperation with Turk- 
ey in its efforts to increase the 
well-being of its people and to 
maintain its Independence and 
security." 

Nixon said that he recognized 
that for hundreds of years, tens 
of thousands of Turkish far- 
mers had raised the. jopium 
poppy as a legitimate cash crop 



- WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
United States Is preparing to 
present Israel and Egypt some 
specific suggestions on negotiat- 
ing an agreement to reopen the 
Suez Canal, administration offi- 
cials said today. 

The idea of the United States 
taking '^Ssmore positive ap- 
proach -^Tnstead of serving 
merely as a postman relaying 
the views of each side to the 
other — has been under consider- 
ation for some time. 

Administration officials ack- 
nowledged, however, that it had 
been hastened to some extent 
by the furor over the so-called 



"phantom memorandum." It 
also may stem in part from 
indications that the Soviet 
Union may be moving toward 
restoration of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel . 

Both Egypt and Israel have 
expressed concern over the 
"phantom memorandum," the 
label given a set of suggestions 
submitted by the top U.S. 
representative in C^iro, Donald 
Burgus, to the Egyptian foreign 
ministry late in May.

MOSCOW (UPI)— A Soviet 
court in iCishinev, Moldavia, 
sentenced nine Jews to from 
one to five years in prison 
today for anti-Soviet activities, 
Jewish sources said. 

The eight-day trial was 
connected with an abortive 
attempt to hijack a Soviet 
passenger airliner from Lenin- 
grad to Sweden a year ago. 
Eight of the nine had pleaded 
guilty. 

The sources said David 
Chemogiaz, 31, received the 
heaviest sentence — five years. 
The prosecution requested a 
similar penalty for Anatoly 
Goldfeld, 25, but he was 
sentenced to four years, the 
sources said. 

ShiUel Shur, 35, who pleaded 
Innocent, was given two years 
although the prosecution sought 
three. Alexander Galpcrin, 25, 
received two and oneiialf 
years. Three had been demand- 
ed. Harry KJshner, 25, rci^lved 
two years instead of the 
request two and one-half years. 

Arkady Voloshin, 25, Semyon 
Levlt, 24,'an(l'liazar jrrakhten- 
burg, 24, all received two years 
as demanded. David Rabino- 
vich, 24, was sentenced to one 
year as asked by the prosecu- 
tion, the sotures said.

Ping-Pong diplomacy between 
China and the West, the relaxation 
of the tradp embargo, the French 
long ago pFpoably had the words 
for it: 

The more things change, the 
more they are the same. , 

American-inspired embargoes of 
various types on exchanges with 
China have been around for more 
thain two decades. In 1950, 
Washington banned trade by U. S. 
firms with the Communist 
mainland. In 1951, under pressure 
of the Korean war and from 
Washington, the United Nations 
General Assembly recommended 
that member nations prohibit 
shipments of arms and strategic 
materials to China and North 
Korea, a gesture that had 
somewhat less effect on most 
member states than most from this 
quarter. 

IVJore effective, although still 
sfioi-t of airtight, have been 
restrictions by the Atlantic 
Alliance on strategic trade with 
China and other Communist 
nations, policed by the NATO 
Coordinating Committee in Paris. 

With all of this, China's traffic 
with the free world has been 
growing at about the same rate in 
recent years as world trade in 
general. Although still a very 
minor part of total world business, 
Chinese trade more than doubled in 
value during the 1960s, to $1.4 
billion in exports and $1.7 billion in 
imports in 1969, the last year for 
which the U. S. Department of 
Commerce has complete figures. 

It is questionable that any im- 



mediate and dramatic change in 
this pattern is in the offing now. 
China's trade channels are already 
well-developed and foreign 
currency problems limit overly 
rapid expansion. 

The rationale for embargoes 
such as applied to China is that it is 
in one's best interests to avoid 
contributing directly to the 
strengthening of a potential enemy. 
But they can also have the effect of 
increasing the other side's self- 
sufficiency, spurring development 
of doniestic resources to com- 
pensate for the deprivation. 

The embargo has long been a 
popular ploy in the maneuverings 
among nations, but with con-, 
sequences that are not consistent 
and often contrary to what was 
intended. Current efforts by 
Britain and friends to bring 
breakaway Rhodesia to heel via 
economic pressure are having no 
noticeable success. The 1935-36 
League of Nations effort to check 
the Italian invasion of Ethiopia by 
cutting off oil supplies is a classic 
example of an embargo that failed. 
The 1937 U. S. embargo on trade 
with Spain, designed to preserve 
American neutrality in a civil war, 
had the effect of contributing to the 
first military success of an even- 
tual American enemy, Nazi Ger- 
many. 

A tentative lesson might be that 
embargoes, at least in periods of 
technical peace and when not 
enforced by supported by armed 
force, are more significant 
politically than economically ~ 
and then. not always in predictable 
directions.

WASHINGTON - 
Republicans in Congress, 
notably Senate Minority I>eader 
Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania, 
have been letting President 
Nixon hear the rough side of 
their tongues over the con- 
tinuing clunb in the cost of 
living. 

What touched off this new 
round of complaints by the 
professional politicians of the 
GOP was a rise of 0.5 per cent in 
consumer prices last month — 
the steepest monthly increase 
since December. Scott has told 
Nixon bluntly that if new steps 
are not taken to control in- 
flation, the party will be 
"clobbered" in 1972. 

Scott and others are confident 
the Vietnam War no longer will 
be an issue by November of next 
year, but they are now frankly 
fearful that Nixon will lose his 
bid for reelection on the 
pocketbook issue. They want 
anti-inflation action now — 
perhaps oven wage and price 
controls. As- Scott reportedly 
has reminded the President, it 
takes at least a year to level off 
prices, let alone lower them. 

While Democrats chortle over 
Nixon's plight, a great many 
Itcpublicans on Capitol Hill are 
irritated by the ad- 
ministration's determined 
optimism on the economic 
front. They arc openly con- 
temptuous of a speech by 
Commerce Secretary Maurice 
Stans, a few hours before the 
May price increases were 
announced, in which Stans 
cliiimed that "the rate of in- 
flation has now come within 
controllable tx>undaries . . ." 

That isn't what the latest 
figures say. The 0.5 per cent in 
hotii March and April and even 
smaller increases of "only" 0.3 
per cent in IxJth March' and 
April and even smaller in- 
creases the first two months of 
the year. What tliis says is that 
inflation is on the rise again.

statement by a spokesman for 
the President's Council of 
E^nomic Advisers. He ad- 
mitted that "For several 
months we've been concerned 
that the favorable downward 
movement . . . might turn 
around .>' The obvious response 
to such sophistry is that if a new 
jump was expected why was 
nothiog done about it? 

Indeed, no amount of rose- 
colored gabble will reverse 
-certain facts of life with in- 
flation. Far from supporting 
-optimism, these facts indicate 
the worst could be yet to come. 

Item: May's considerable 
increase was not ca'used 
si0iificantly liy higher food 



prices, Which tend to fluctuate, 
but by 'Wie increased cost of 
services and nonfood goods, 
especially for apparel, 
automobiles and housing. 

Item: The key Industrial 
Wholesale Price Index, which 
has a powerful influence on 
retail prices, has shown a climb 
in recent montlis considerably 
higher than during the winter, 
when Nixon's policies seemed to 
be making a dent in inflation. 

Item: Although the govern- 
ment has adopted a policy of 
economic expansion, unem- 
ployment continues to hang at a 
point above 6 per cent of the 
labor force. 

In short, the nation continues 
to suffer simultaneously from 
inflation, spotty economic 
recovery and unemployment, a 
situation even the wildest 
economist wouldMive believed 
impossible a few years ago. It is 
true that a President running 
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for reelection has the power to 
take uhnost any action to im- 
prove the situation, but he can't 
cut prices overnight, and the 
Democrats know it. With the 
political conventions only a 
year away, every indication is 
that Richard Nixon will be still 
in deep trouble deep into the 
campaign year unless he does 
something drastic. 

His opponeata.may force him 
to do somethirtg he is deter- 
mined to avoid, namely, invoke 
wage-price controls. Sen. 
William Proxmire, D.-Wis., is 
campaigning again for his bill 
that would establish these 
guidelines, and the Republicans 
— in self-defense — may have to 
go along with hun. Should the 
controls be enacted, the 
Democrats then could gleefully 
claim that Nixon had let things 
get so bad his only alternative 
was to turn to a vastly un- 
popular remedy.

Vertebrae 



Dear Dr. Thosteson: My 
trouble is "spondylithesis." One 
of my doctors says that means it 
is congenital but that a severe 
fall may be the cause. 

1 have extremely severe pain 
all down the back of my legs. 1 
am 78 and have a little artiiritis, 
but that is not causing this pain. 

An orthopedic consultant 
said, "Positively no operation to 
be considered," but didn't offer 
any other treatment except pain 
pills. I take mild>exercises and 
hot baths, and use a heating 
pad. 

Do you have any suggestions? 
- M.B.H. 

It is spondylolisthesis, which 
means that one of the lumbar 
vertebrae in the lower spine has 
slipped forward and is out of 
line — and this can bring 
pressure on nerves, accounting 
for the pain in your legs. (A 
good many times such cases are 
referred to as sciatica, since 
roots of the sciatic nerve are 
affected. But conditions other 
than spondylolisthesis can 
cause sciatica also.) 

Spondylolisthesis is a lot 
commoner than you might 
suppose — about one person in 
10 will .show some degree of it, if 
you look for it. The con- 
sequences vary enormously — 
anything from no trouble worth 
mentioning to mild low back 
pain to a severe type with pain 
radiating down the legs. 

Only occasionally is it wise to 
resort to surgery (fusion of part 
of the spine) and you are 78, 
which can have a bearing, too. 

Supporting your back Is 
important. Do you have trouble 
when you get up in the morning, 
have the pain relax as the day 
wears on, then have trouble at 
night again?

Getting firm support in bed 
can be important — a simple 
bed board between the mattress 
and spring, to prevent too much 
sag in the bed, which can put a 
lot of strain on the back. That 
you don't need! 

A properly-fitted lumbosacral 
belt should help during the day. 
The purpose is the same; 
support for the part of the spine 
that has the displaced vertebra. 

Exercises of a mild sort are 
important — one is bending the 
back while lying on the floor and 
bringing your knees up to your 
abdomen. But l>est, have your 
doctor recommend the exer- 
cises for you. 

If there is a rehabilitation 
institute in your vicinity, or a 
hospital with a rehabilitation 
department, supervised 
physical therapy is in order.

WASHINGTON (tJPI) —The 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) 
says Its Operation Break- 
through experiment to encou- 
rage volume production of 
housing already has produced 
results even though the first 
family has not yet moved in. 

Secretary George Romney 
said the project has brought 
some new producers into the 
housing field and has changed 
the public attitude toward 
industrialized housing. 

When it is complete some 
lime next year, Operation 
Breakthrough will have pro- 
duced experimental homes 
ranging from single-family 
houses to high-rise apartments 
on niri^ sites throughout the 
"-nation, 

" The two-year-old program 
reached a milestone in May 
when the first units of 
industrialized housing —three 
two-story townhouses complete 
with wiring, plumbing and 
carpeting -were installed In 
Kaljamazoo, Mich. 

Hie Kalamazoo units are 
scheduled to be occupied by 
late sununer. Ground has been 
broken at the other eight sites 
as well. 

The object of the project is to 
move housing beyond the 



traditional hammer-and-saw on- 
site building techniques. 

Harold B. Finger. HUD 
assistant secretary for research 
and^ technology, listed these 
objectives for the project: 

—To increase the total supply 
of housing to help provide a 
decent home for every Ameri- 
can. 

— T(j modernize zoning regu- 
lationii and overcome restric- 
tions imposed by local building 
codes which often make mass- 
production of housing impossi- 
ble or prohibitively expensive. 

—To encourage cooperative 
agreements between labor 
unions. 

—To stimulate the use of new 
techniques and materials in 
home building. 

—To seek innovative methods 
of financing the construction 
and the sale of homes. 

Romney said 13 states have 
passed laws aimed at clearing 
the way for industrialized 
housing. He said 22 others are 
considering similar legislation. 

HUD officials envision assem- 
txly-line housing as an alterna- 
tive to traditionally built 
homes. They say there is plenty 
of room for both types in a 
nation which still is in the grip 
of a shortage of decent homes. 



Afghan claims 
melon honors 



LUBBOCK, Tex. (UPD- 
Texans like to brag. They stake 
claim on the biggest of 
everything in the world. They 
make no secret about it. 

Afghanistan, not often heard 
to claim the biggest of 
anything, does have one brag, 
according to Noor Mohammed 
Samimy, an Afghan and also an 
undergraduate majoring in soil 
science at Texas Tech Universi- 
ty. 

"The watermelons we grow 
in my country average^ SO 
pounds or better," he tells his 
classmates. 

Samimy is attending Texas 
Tech sponsored by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture and 
the Agency fog International 
Development. 

He has spent the last 12 years 
working for the Afghanistan 
Helmand Valley Authority— the 
equivalent of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

"In my country," he said, 
"we have one main agricultural 
research station in the city of 
Lashkargah. From this station 
I am in charge of a number of 
minor substations throughout 
the country." 

Samimy attended the Univer- 
. sity of Kabul in Afghanistan. 
During his education in the 
United States he has attended 
the University of Texas and 
Utah State University, and 



taken a numl)er of agricultural 
engineering courses at Fort 
Belvoir, Va. 

"My educational program 
here in the United States is set 
up by AID," Samimy said. 
"Texas Tech was recommended 
to me by that organization." 

Samimy also had on-the-job 
training at an agricultural 
research farm in Yuma, Ariz. 
He spent three months in 
training learning American 
agricultural methods. 

The Afghanistan climate, 
according to Samimy, is similar 
to that of the West Texas area. 
He said the two areas, 
however, differ agriculturally. 

"Because of the readily 
available water supply from the 
large Helmand River, at home 
we can grow a greater variety 
of crops," Samimy said. "My 
research station conducts ex- 
periments with wheat, com, 
cotton, rice, barley, peanusts, 
cabbage— and watermelons. 

"We are also involved with 
irrigation tests, forage tests,, 
seeding tests, plant population 
tests and fertilizer tests." 

After the fall semester at 
Texas Tech, Samimy said he 
hopes to visit agricultttral 
researdi farms in Southern 
California for two to three 
months before returning to his 
country.

SAINT TROND, Belgium 
(UPI)— Brialmont and Compa- 
ny will sell light or heavy 
artillery 'to all comers, no 
questions asked. 
Trtiere are only two condi- 
, tions: buyers must agree to 
cast iron as basic material and 
accept that the cannons cannot 
be fired in anger. 
But even within these limits, 
I Brialmont is doing brisk 
business with the East as well 
as the West and customers 
include Romania, Yugoslavia, 
Canada, Mexico, Morocco, 
Turkey and Iran. 

The range of cannons in- 
cludes about 30 different types, 
but given the right specifica- 
tions, the plant can produce 
most pieces customers may 
request. 

Emile Brialmont, a native of 
Verviers, set up the foundry in 
this little town in the Belgian 
province of Umburg, when he 
became tired of being foreman 
in somebody else's plant, 50 
years ago. 

Although St. Trend— present 
population 2S,0OO— is situated in 
the heart of a fruitgrowing 
region, sometimes called the 
orchard of Belgium, the enter- 
prise prospered. Begun as a 
three-man operation for the 
casting of simple machinery 
pieces, the foundry grew into a 
highly qualified plant, turning 
out pai\& of up to ten tons. 

The founder's two sons, 
Gerard and Albert, now do 
business with all parts of the 
world and cast parts, notably 
for electric power plants, sugar 
refineries, coalmining machine- 
ry and cracking columns for 



the oil. industry. 

To keep personnel at work in 
slack pedods, the plant rnanu-' 
factured wood and coal-buming 
stoves until the spread of oil- 
stoked central heating began 
shrinking traditional markets. 

"We needed soniethlng else," 
said Gerard Brialmont "and a 
drive along a country road in 
1967 brought the inspiration. 

"On the lawn in front of a 
lovely house I saw the rennains 
of a magnificent old wagon- 
two enormous wheels connected 
by a wooden axle. 

"Not bad, I said to my 
brother. 'Yes,' he replied, but 
with an old cannon nearby it 
would look still better. ... And 
that provided the spark." 

After studying antique can- 
nons in encyclopedias and 
museums, three models were 
chosen: the standard mount- 
ed artillery cannon, the fortress 
cannon and the naval cannon, 
dating from the sailing ship 
times —the latter two mounted 
on oak bases. 

Since then, the foundry has 
added around 30 models from 
the 16th, 17th and 18th 
Centuries, including Napoleonic 
field artillery and Austrian and 
Spanish cannons. 

It took some time before the 
pieces found their way to the 
markets, but an order for 3iX), 
destined for the restoration of 
four ancient fortresses near the 
St. Lawrence River in 'Canada, 
set the ball rolling. Demand 
now '5 steady. 

Clients include museums and 
Institutions that frequently sut)- 
mit specific designs for repro- 
duction.

Bruce, the subject of a 1971 
movie, has been defended by 
his admirers as a man far 
ahead of his time. They note 
that his scalding humor of the 
early 1960's was lukewarm 
compared with the erotica and 
pornography of the 1970's. 

"The Midnight Concert" 
(United Artists UAS 6794) is a 
playluck of a monologue Bruce 
delivered at Carnegie Hall in 
1961. It is not recommended to 
a general audience Ijecause 
Bruce's remarks about orga- 
nized religion may offend 
devout people. But it is an 
interesting item for thick- 
skinned observers who may 
regard Lenny Bruce as a 
legitimate character in the 
passing scene.

CARACAS(UPI)-Venezuela. 
in a drive to bring the foreign- 
owned oil industry under state 
control, is about to take over 
all the country's natural gas 
reserves. ,| 

A government-proposed bill 
giving Venezuela the right to 
draw natural gas from conces- 
sion areas now held by U.S. and 
other foreign oil companies 
under 40-year agreements is 
scheduled to go before the 
Venezuelan Congress sliorpy 
and could . be passed next 
month. 

The bill is aimed at giving 
the government the gas needed 
to carry out a $1 billion project 
for exporting 1.3 billion cubic 
feet of liquefied natural gas to 
U.S. markets by 1975. 

Under Venezuelan law. the 
state Is the sole owner of the 
subsoil and its mineral wealth. 
Despite the indications of major 
natural gas reserves in non- 
concession areas, the govern- 
ment has apparently decided to 
take a shortcut to getting the 
gas it needs by tapping 
concessions with i»-oven re- 
serves. 

The government says it will 
take only Idle gas and leave 
companies the gas currently 
being used for oil production 
purposes. With some Justifica- 
tion, the government says that 
large amounts of this idle gas 
are now being flared. 

A pet project of President 
Rafael Caldera, wlio personally 
announced the proposed gas 
nationalization iast Jan. 1, ttie 
bill has drawn CTpect/Hl opposi- 
tion from oil companies vrhich 
are fighting the takeover of gas 
reserves In their concession. 

Ironically, the bill Is also 
opposed by the man that most 
oil companies in Venecia con- 
sider their number one enemy; 
tormer Mines Minister Juan 
Pablo Perez Alfonzo, architect 



of Venezuela's nationalistic oil 
policies. 

Perez Alfonzo rejects the bill 
on the grounds that Venezuela 
already has become too depen- 
dent on oU and must diversify 
Its sources of income. He also 
believes that the export of 
natural gas is uneconomical. 

Venezuela currently produces 
nearly 3.8 million barrels of oil 
per day.. Taxes and other 
payments from oil corhpanies 
represent about fwo-thirds of 
state income, about $1.7 billion 
per yeir. 

The companies' opposition to 
the bill Is not only due to the 
proposed takeover of their 
natural gas, but also to anger 
over government rejection of 
company offers to Jointly 
exploit natural gas for export. 
At least one major company 
had invested large amounts 
here to lay the groundwork tor 
a natural gas export program. 
The government is apparently 
unwilling to accept foreign 
equity capital in Its gas exports 
plans. 

The Caldera administration 
has ah-eady outlined a program 
for Investing $1 billion for 
collecting, transmission, 
processing and transport of the 
gas to U.S. ports. Liquefied 
Natural Gas (LNG) Is approxi- 
mately the same kind of gas 
used in homes and industry for 
cooking and heating purposes. 

It is liquefied by bringing it 
down to extremely low temper- 
atures which reduces Its 
volume and ' facilitates its 
transport on special refrigerat- - 
ed tankers. It is cbnverted bade 
into gas when it readies lis 
destination. 



Today's aluminum indus- 
try production is more than 
10 billion pounds a year.

The money auUior- 
ization. for $27,025,000, is for 
one year, fi.scal 1972. 

The language of the Senate 
committee report on the bill ex- 
plained its urgency toward get- 
ting a large-scale water desalt- 
ing plant developed. The bill 
directs the secretary to use 
the knowledge of agencies 
aside from the office of saline 
water to plan the plant. 

A plan for sijch a plant on 
Bolsa Island, Calif., fell apart.

NEW YORK (UPI)-Wc'd 
know a lot about the future of 
American business if we could 
creep inside the minds of the 
men and women who will be 
running it the next 40 years. 

In effect, that's what Pioneer 
Western Corp., d national 
financial services organization, 
did in a survey of May and 
June graduates with new 
masters' of business adminis- 
tration (MBA) degrees. The 
sampling covered 1,100 gra- 
duates, 157 of them women, at 
14 smaller graduate business 
schools around the country. 

Big business may not be 
overjoyed with some attitudes 
unearthed in the survey. 

For one thing, many of the 
new MBA's, or at least this 
sampling, aren't sure they want 
to work for a big corporation. 
The future business leaders 
also are rather self centered In 
some of the job goals they 
espouse: high starting wages, a 
four-day week and early 
retirement. 

Males interviewed thought 
they should start work for 
about 114,250. Women valued 
themselves as apprentices at 
$12,000. Twenty seven per cent 
felt that the size of the salary 
would be the dominant factor in 
job selection. 

Fifty-seven per cent wanted a 
four-day week; another 32 per 



cent said the work week didn't 
matter; and 11 per cent did not 
approve of the shorter week. 

Thirty three per cent of the 
respondents wanted to phase 
out or retire frori;j careers 
within 20 years. Ano'ther 52 per 
cent wanted retirement within 
30 years, and 78 per cent of 
them wanted to retu-e by age 
62. 

Nineteen per cent were 
against joining a giant corpora- 
tion, and 34 per cent said they 
would prefer not to work for 
one. Thirty two per cent said 
they felt corporations were 
getting too impersonal, too 
computerized. 

So where are 'the business 
leaders of tomorrow going? 

Some 46 per cent of those 
surveyed planned^,to go into 
marketing. Seventy eight per 
cent of the women surveyed 
chose marketing because they 
thought it gave them the best 
chance to get ahead. 

A total of 53 per cent 
expected to go into liusinesses 
connected with families either 
by birth or marriage. And 12 
per cent ^aid they "didn't 
know." Of the remaining 
respondents, 21 per cent wanted 
to go into manufacturing, 30 
per cent into service industries, 
15 per cent into local, state or 
federal government work and 
34 per cent into financial 
institutions.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Pres- 
ident Nixon designated Treasu- 
ry Secretary John B. Connally 
Jr. ' Tuesdav as his "chief 
economic spokesman," ahd the 
only Democrat in the cabinet 
immediately proclaimed that 
the economy was on the right 
path back to prosperity. 

The former Texas governor 
said Nixon would not ask 
Congress to .cut taxes to spur 
the economy, nor would he 
sharply increase government 
spending to combat unemploy- 
ment. 

At a White House news 
conference following a meeting 
by Nixon With his cabinet on 
the economy, Connally backed 
away from the administration's 
five^nonth old goal of cutting 
unemployment— now at a nine^' 
year high of 6.2 per cent— dowp 
to 4.5 per cent by the middle of 
next year, 

"I would not try to peg the 
precise point," Oonnally said. 

Reminded that the pegging 
had been done by the President, 
Ctonnally replied, "if it was a 
goal, it is still a goal. There is 
nothing wrong with it being a 
goal. All I'm saying is that I 
wouldn't peg it (as an estimate 
of what actually will happen).". 

After the cabinet meeting. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler told news- 
men: "President Nixon desig- 
nated Secretary Connally as his 
chief economic spokesman." 

Ziegler insisted that the 
designation for Connally "in no 
way affects the role of any 
other individual." But it 
seemed clear that the formal 



announcement would tend to 
undercut the prestige of Dr. 
Paul W. McCracken, chairman 
of the Council of Economic 
advisers, and George P. Shultz, 
director of the Office of 
Managemdnt-and Budget. 

McQ-acken,iand Shultz, both 
former professors and profes- 
sional econoinlsts, have been 
generally regarded as the 
President's chief economic 
spokesmen % although without 
any formal dedgnation. 

Connally, at his meeting with 
reporters, disclosed that Nixon 
had decided to veto a $5.5 
billion public works appropria- 
tions bill which called for 
spending $2. billion for public 
works jobs such as sewer and 
hospital construction. 

COnnalljt ticked off four other 
negative decisions by the 
President : 

"He is n(it going to institute a 
wage-price review board. 

"He is not going to institute 
wage-price controls. 

"He is not going to ask the 
Congress for any sort of tax 
relief. , 

"He is not going to increase 
fiscal spending." 

But Connally described as a 
tax cut a $3 billion a year 
business tax diange the treasu- 
ry department approved earlier 
this month by administrative 
action without the approval of 
Congress. 

The secretary also said the 
federal deficit for the fiscal 
year ending, Wednesday 'would 
be "substantially in excess of 
the $18 billion that was 
predicted." He refused to be 



more specific. 

The TVeasury reported Mon- 
day that the deficit through the 
first n months of the fiscal 
year afready had surpassed $25 
billion. But tax revenis usually 
is higher in June, thus reducing 
the final figures. 

Connally said the budget 
deficit, probably the - second 
largest since World War II, 
coupled with recent increases in 
the money supply meant that 
government- policy was stimu- 
lating the economy.

NEVIfciYORK (UPI)-If DDT 
production were to stop, many 
large-scale epidemics would 
result, the World Health 
Organization (WHO)reports. 

WHO said events in Ceylon 
illustrate this. By 1963 endemic

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - The 
Pittsburgh Symphony Orchestra 
is in a financial crescendo 
which could make it the richest 
endowed orchestra in the world. 

If the Pittsburgh Symphony 
Society has raised $4 million by 
June 30 it will receive $7 
million from three private 
foundations, lliis $11 million, 
added to equal endowments 
granted previously, would make 
the orchestra a financial 
success. 

The orchestra's artistic suc- 
cess has long been established. 
For 19 seasons its musical 
conductor has been Dr. William 
Steinberg, considered an au- 

tority on the works of Mahler 
id Bruckner. TTie Gernian- 
bom conductor also is steeped 
in the Wagnerian \»orks. 

From 1899 to 1904 the 
symphony's conductor was Vic- 
tor Herbert, who composed 
"Bal)es in Toy.land" during his 
tenure. Emil Pauer and Fritz 
Reiner were other successors. 

Seymour Rosen, former bas- 
sist with symphony orchestras 
in S.T. Louis, Dallas and 
Minneapolis, and son of the late 
concert Violinist, Max Rosen, is 
manaeing director of the 105- 



member Pittsburgh Symphony. 

"We run a big business," he 
said, "and the difference 
between what we earn and 
what we spend will give us an 
operating deficit of $1.5 million 
this year. That's why we need 
to raise money on our own. 
Hopefully, we will have the 
required $4 million by Jtme 30." 

Rosen compared American 
symphony orchestras with 
government-subsidized musical 
events in Europe. 

"The Vienna Opera receives 
$6 million a year from the 
Austrian government for 300 
performances," he said. "The 
Berlin Philharmonic gets $2 
million a year from West Berlin 
and the Concert Bebow in 
Holland receives a subsidy of 
$1.6 million from the Amster- 
dam and Netherland govern- 
ments." 

The Pittsburgh Symphony 
Orchestra's budget for the 197()- 
71 season is $2,750,000, of which 
$1.6 million goes for musician's 
wages. 

"The musicians rehearse four 
times a week, two and a half 
hours each session," Rosen 
said. "We play 24 pairs of 
weekend concerts at home 



along with 30 concerts for 
young people and 18 Tiny Tot 
offerings. All told, including 
tours, we play about 225 
concerts a year." 

Rosen forsook the role of a 
musician because it kept him 
apart from his wife, who was a 
professional dancer. 

"There was too much travel- 
ing and I decided to take 
roofe," he said. "I took a job 
selling pianos and organs in 
Ne^ York. I succeeded and was 
naijined sales manager of the 
organ department. But the 
more successful I became, the 
le^ happy I was. I decided to 
ea'back into symphony work." 

Rosen liegan his new phase in 
music as manager of a small 
orchestra in New York's 
suburban Westchester County. 
A year later he was engaged by 
the Cincinnati Symphony and 
then got his first major 
management job with the 
Buffalo Symphony. He re- 
mained three years and then 
became executive director of 
the American Symphony 
League for a year. In 1967 he 
joined the Pittsburgh Sympho- 
ny, succeeding Jolui Edwards 
as managing director.

Strong 
protest 
given 

PHNOM PENH (UPI )-Cam- 1 
bodia has delivered a strong j 
protest to the South Vietnamese 
government, charging that its 
soldiers have slain, tortured 
and robbed Cambodian citizens. 

T^e note, sent to South 
VieUiamese Ambassador Tran 
Van Phuoc in Phnom Penh last 
week and made public Tuesday, 
said similar protests had been 
made in the past and "receipt 
of these notes has not even 
been acknowledged." 

The note asked the South 
Vietnamese to punish the guilty 
soldiers, repay the victims and 
prevent similar incidents in the 
future. 

Since the South Vietnamese 
troops began operations in 
Cambodia last year, there has 
been continual b-ictlon between 
the two traditional enemies. 

Sources said South Vietnam 
has made at least one protest 
to the pambodian government 
about harassment of soldiers

Water flow increase noted 



IDAHO — Tliough snow levels 
at Moran, Island Park and 
Palisades fell below the 
average for June, water fbw at 
most stations along the Snake 
River was higher in the June 28 
report of the Geological Survey 
of the U. S. Department of the 
Interior. 

The weekly' water report 
showed Moran with & quarter- 
Inch of snow, falling during the 
week ending June 28, for a total 
from June 1 to 27 of 1.17 inches, 
against an average for the 
month of 1.77 inches. Island 
Pax k listed 1.18 inches.of snow, 
a total for the period of June 1-27 
of 2.51 Inches, and an average of 
2.86; Palisades, .17 inch, 1.79 for 
the month, tod an average of 
2.28. 

The Lewis Lake snow pillow, 
as a con^ast, measured 10.3 
inches, against no snow at the 
same time last year. 
. Water inflcw into the Snake 
River above Heise peaked at 
cubic feet per second 



(CFS) on June 24, which may be 
the peak for the year, according 
to Glenn H. Simmons, 
superintendent of the Minidoka 
Project. As the inflow above 
Hcise peaked, the maximum 
controlled flow at Heise was 
24,000 CFS. 

Flood-control operations 
reduced the flow considerably, 
with nearly half of the runoff 
stored in Jackson Lake and 
Palisades Reservoir. 

Rivers at Palisades and in the 
Hurley area will continue high' 
into July, as the snow-melt 
runoff gradually declines and 
the reservoirs fill and spill. At 
Burley, the Snake will continue 
at a high level as the water 
passes downstream. Hie river 
discharge at Milner may reach 
another short-term peak of 
about 15,000 CFS, making the 
Shoshone Falls a continuing 
tourist attraction. 

The falls, however, will be 
greatly reduced by early July, 
and may be dry by the 15th of 



July. 

The operation of -the Snake 
River will change ffbm fbod- 
control to water-demand for 
irrigation early next month, 
Simmons said. Storage 
carryover in the reservoirs will 
lie substantial at the end of the 
1971 irrigation season, assuring 
a very gobd supply of water for 
the 1972 season.

Hospitals used for clinical 
experience are appi'oved an- 
nually by the board of nursing. 

Miss Schlotterbeck pointed 
out the number of professional 
and- practical nurses employed 
in nursing homes has increased 
considerably since rules, 
regulations and minimum 



standards for nursing homes 
were adopted by the Idaho State 
Board of Health in 1960. 

The state board works closely 
with the law enforcement 
commissioner, who issues 
licenses i>nd temporary permits 
to those certified by the board 
as well as license renewals. He 
also has the authority to 
suspend, revoke or not reinstate 
licenses upon recommendation 
by the board. 

Grounds for disciplinary 
proceedings by the board in- 
clude fraud or deception in 
procuring or attempting to 
procure a license to practice 
nursing. Practicing nursing 
under a false or assumed name, 
conviction of a crime Involving 
moral turpitude, gross in- 
competence, habitual in- 
temperance in the use of ar- 
dent spirits, .narcotics or 
stimulants, mental in- 
competence and immoral, 
unprofessional or dishonorable 
conduct. 

Miss Schlotterbeck said the 
number of men entering the 
nursing profession is increasing 
but there is a need for more. 

"Any man entering the 
nursing profession," she said, 
"may find this to be the step- 
ping stone to higher respon- 
sibilities and the opportunity to 
additionally serve the public."

Rail crew 
clears track 

MOUNTAIN HOME ( UPI ) - 
Trains are moving across the 
single track west of here today, 
but crijws will continue to clear 
up the remains of a 21-car de- 
railment Tuesday which blocked 
traffic for 12 hours. 

A Union Pacific Spokesman 
in Nampa said today trains be- 
gan moving across the track at 
5:30 p.m. Tuesday, but added, 
"Not everything has been done 
yet." 

The 21 cars of the 85 
car train — only five of them 

loaded — derailed early Tues- 
day morning, blocking Uie only 
track across the area and hold- 
ing up trains scheduled to- leave 
froni Mountain Home and 
Glenns Ferry. 

The five of the 21 cars loaded 
included one of mail, Uiree of 
foodstuffs, and one of explo- 
sives, but none of the explo- 
sives were detonated in the ac- 
cident. An explosive ordinance 
disposal team from Mountain 
Home Air Force Base was dis- 
patched to the wreck site near 
Interstate 80 to assist and ad- 
vise railroad crews. 



A two-lane bridge across the 
canyon would suffice for a few 
years, but with the growth 
expected in traffic, the highway 
board said that a four-lane 
bridge would eventually be 
required, so the four-lane 
design was adopted. 

Alternative designs con- 
sidered by the highway board 
included construction of a new 
two-lane bridge at the present 
site, coupled with a new high- 
way route to be constructed by 
extending Washington Street 
north across the canyon on a 
two-lane, low-level structure 
just a short distance above the 
Snake; and a plan to extend 
Highway 93 northward from its 
present junction with Highway 
30 five miles west of Twin Falls. 
A two-lane bridge would be built 
across the qpnyon to join the 
extended Highway 93 and old 
Highway 79 solith of Jerome. 

Both alternatives were 
deemed far too exf>ensive. In 
addition, the second alternative 
would require traffic to travel 
extra distance to reach the 
second bridge. Detailed cost 
breakdowns put the cost of the 
first alternative — the 
Washington Street bridge — at 
$12.8 million, and the second 
alternative — extended High- 
way 93 route — at J15.1 million. 

In addition, the Washington 
Street gradient, requiring a 
road down into the panyon and 
out again on the north side. 
Introduced an unacceptable 
safety factor, since the route 
would include 2.5 miles of seven 
per cent grade, with 1.5 miles 
shaded during winter months. 
This would in turn make the 
road icy and hazardous.

Court upholds 
prison term 



RUPERT Sentence of a 16- 
year-old Minidoka County girl 
U) a state penitentiary term by 
Fifth Judicial Judge Sherman 
tJellwood, Rupert, has been 
upheld by the Idaho Supreme 
Court in a decision made public 
today. 

The Idaho Supreme Court 
held the district judge had not 
abused his legal discretion in 
sentencing the young woman to 
four years in the state 
penitentiary. 

Anna l>ee Bronson, now 17, 
Paul, one of the "Minidoka Six" 
was sentenced aloiig with five 
companions, to state peniten- 
tiary terms after she entered a 
plea of guilty to sellin); two I.SD 
tablets to an undercover agent 
Jan. 29, 1970. 

Her attorney appealed the 
Sentence to the supreme court 
on grounds the court erred in 
not treating her as a juvenile 
and proceeding under the youth 
rehabilitation act. The district 
court abused sentencing 
discretion, the defendant held, 
in sending her to prison on a 



first conviction and in view of 
her age. 

The high court noted the 
sentence had "depressing 
disadvantages in any case" and 
said the shortcomings are 
magnified in consequence many 
times when the recipient of the 
sentence is a young disoriented 
girl of 16 years of age. 

Nonetheless, the. Supreme 
Court said, of the various 
."sentencing alternatives 
available, none was entirely 
satisfactory. The judiciary has 
limited options in the 
disposition of any case upon the 
conviction of a defendant, the 
opinion said. 

The supreme court justices 
said the prison term did not. 
however, mean the young 
woman would be "sitting in a 
cell" for the next four years; but 
could be transferred to some 
other institution by the board of 
'corrections, placed under board 
'of health jurisdiction for 
rehabilitation or granted 
parole.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — In- 
terior Secretary Rogers C. B. - 
Morton today announced the 
first steps In the development 
of a master plan for the manj 
agement of the land and water - 
resources of the West. 

The details were presented in 
a progress report of the West- 
em U.S. Water Plan. 
- Morton said the progress re- 
port is the first of a series to 
be submitted at two-year inter- 
vals to the President, the Na- 
tional Water Commission, the 
Water Resources Council and 
members of Congress. 

The 36-page document details 
the achievements of the so- 
called Westslde plan in the two 
years following legislation en- 
acted by the Congress. 

The Westwide study involves 
a broad, 10-year water resource 
investigation throughout U 
Western states to be conduct- 
ed by the Department of the 
Interior. 

Ultimately, it will provide to 
the executive and legislative 
branches a blueprint for provid- 
ing water in adequate quality 
and quantity for states lying 
wholly or partly west of the 
Continental Divide, officials 
said. 

The area is both the nation's 
most rapidly growing in popula- 
tion and the most arid and 
semi-arid in physiography. 

The states included are Arizo- 
na, California, Colorado, Idaho, 
Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Oregon, Utah, Washington and 
Wyoming. 

Morton said the lead agency 
in the Westwide's reconnais- 
sance-level Investigations is the 
Bureau of Reclamation.

Oregon farm labor law 
sparks drive for veto 



SALEM, Ore. ( UPI) - Farm 
workers representatives have 
served notice they are prepared 
for a fight comparable to the 
California grape strike if the 
farm latwr bill passed by the 
Oregon legislature is not 
vetoed. 

"U this bill goes into law we 
will view it as a declaration of 
war" on farm unions, Gov. Tom 
McCall was told Monday by 
Jerry Cohen, legal counsel for 
the United Farm Workers 
Organizing Committee. 

Cohen said the election 
procedures and qualifying 
provisions outlined in the bill for 
union orgiiniziilion along with 
certain prohibitions on strikes 
would have the effect of making 
Oregon "the only stale in the 
union where farm workers are 
not allowed to form unions." 

The farmer, by referring a 
labor dispute to bindinu or non- 



binaing arbitration, could ef- 
fectively block a strike during 
any crop season and thus deny 
the union its main tiargaining 
tool, Cohen said. 

"The practical effect of this 
bill is to deny the right to strike 
in any meaningful fashion," he 
said. 

The possibility that the law 
would become a model for other 
states to copy makes it 
necessary to fight it as strongly 
as possible in Oregon, McCall 
' was told. 

Cohen and Steve McCarthy, a 
Portland attorney, outlined for 
the governor and his advisers 
provisions of the bill which they 
asserted make it un- 
constitutional. 

The bill would set up an 
agricultural labor relations 
board and require farm unions 
to register with the tioard. "Not 
even the Communist Party is

Measure opposed 



NEW MEADOWS — The 
future of livestock operations on 
714,000 acres of rangeland in 
eastern Oregon and south- 
western Idaho may be 
threatened by the Hells Canyon- 
Snake National River bill to be 
considered in the U.S. Senate, 
according to Herljert Fitz, 
pr^esident of the regional 
chapter of the Greater Snake 
River Land Use Congress. 

Fitz said the proposed 
legislation, designed primarily 
for limited recreation, declares 
grazing to l>e a "permissible 
use," but the language of the 
bill is not specific on future 
livestock operations. 

The bill offers no provision for 
transfer or expansion of grazing 
rights, and permits could be 
canceled with the sale of 
property or livestock, Fitz said. 

"Provisions ot the proposed 
bill may well be at variance 
with the existing system 
established nationally for the 
effective use of forage 
resources intended to meet the 
meat, hides and wool needs of a 



growing population," Fitz said. 

"Without the' privilege of 
grazing . public lands, many 
ranches would cease to exist as 
economic units or would be 
forced out of businoss-due to the 
high cost of substituting other 
sources of feed. 

"Renewable resources are a 
basic prerequisite for man's 
very existence; they should 
never be dissipated ' by 
mism'anagement, ' or no 
management," Fitz said. 

"Within the 714,000-acre 
boundary of the bill there are 58 
individual grazing permit 

holders. Presumably, these 
permitees also hold title to 
much of the 46,778 acres of 
private land within the boun- 
'daries proposed in the 
"leyislation. Private property 
evaluations can be greatly 
depressed in many instances 
without supplemental grazing 
on adjoining national forest 
lands." 

It is estimated that 11,400 
cattle and 27,800 sheep are now 
grazing annually under permit 



within the 714,000 iacres in- 
cluded in the bills. 

The timber resources are 
estiiAated from forest service 
figures to be 1.9 billion board 
feet. The annual growth, which 
is roughly equivaleift to the 
allowable harvest, totals 27.6 
million board feet, the har- 
vesting of which would be 
prohibited. 

"The industry and economy 
of the area,- including loss of 
timber receipts to schools and 
roads, would be seriously af- 
■fected by the passage of the 
Packwood bill and the Minam 
River addition to the Eagle Cap 
wilderness area also pending in 
Congress. The total loss of 
employment which could result 
would be in the neighborhood of 
340 jobs in the forest products 
industry of the area, based on 
interpretation of the drop in the 
annual allowable cut which 
would result. The mill 
capacities now exceed the 
timber available, and there is 
no economically feasible 
alternate timber supply," Fitz 
said.'

He 
aafld[lhat people consider the 
famhat at home they don't just 
"throw their litter out the back 
door," and to take the same 
precautions of disposal on 
public lands. 

"The increased demand for 
use of this land means that we 
must combine several com- 
piitible uses when it seems 
feasible, he concluded.

JEROME — A report that 
100,000 beef animals throughout 
the nation carried detectable 
amounts of "DES," a growth- 
promoting hormone, have been 
branded as false by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
according to Jerome County 
Extension Agent Wilmer G. 
Priest. 

The USDA said lh;ft the report 
that the animals carried 
diethylstilbesterol, known as 
"DES" in common terms, 
apparently came from an in- 
correct assumption that a few 
animals which had a detectable 
amount of DES represented a 
cross-section of all meat 
animals marketed in the United 
States. This was not true, the 
USDA said. 

Most of the animals in 
question came from herds 
which were already suspect, in 
which the producers might not 
have followed requirements of 
the U.S. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration to withdraw the 
drug at least 48 hours tiefore 
slaughter. 



Richard E, Lyng, assistant 
secretary of agriculture, em- 
phasized that no DES residues 
have been found In any samples^ 
checked in 1971. Only one 
sample checked positive in 1970. 

In that single case, Lyng said, 
while the liver indicated a tiny 
amount of residual DES, none of 
the chemical passed through to 
the meat portions. 

New sampling techniques 
allow more samples to be 
processed with greater ef- 
ficiency, cutting analysis time 
from two weeks to less than two 
hours, Priest said. 

The USDA is finding in- 
creasing evidence that the 
certification program by the 
American National Cattlemen's 
Association, the Animal Health 
Unit and other industry- 
centered organizations is 
proving effective. The program 
educates producers in safej use 
of animal drugs and requires a 
certificate that meat animals 
are withdrawn from medication 
within a specified time before 
slaughter'. 



Leafcutter bee

JEROME - The alfalfa 
leafcutter bee, that hard- 
working insect friend of alfalfa 
seed producers, has become a 
highly salable' item. 

Alfalfa seed producers need 
large quantities of these bees to 
insure pollination and sub- 
sequent high seed production.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Agrlcultote Department 
Monday announced plans to 
allocate $18.1 million to states 
for summer child feeding 
programs — three times last 
year's rates but still well below 
the amount requested in many 
areas. 

Officials said the money 
should allow communities to 
reach nearly two million 
children with feeding programs 
in organized recreation and 
day-camp activities. Last 
summer, with $5.8 million in 
federal aid, the summer 
program reached 564,600 
children. 

Assistant Agriculture 
Secretary ftichard E. Lyng said 
allocations will allow all states 
to operate summed programs at 
the 1970 level and will permit 
expansion in some areis. 

However, spurred in some 
cases by encouragement from 
Agriculture Department field 
agents, officials in a number of 
areas had made plans for 
summer programs going rwell 
beyond Monday's allocation. A 
tabulation compiled by 
department officials shows 
states had requested more than 
$27.2 miUion in summer feeding 
funds. 

The administration originally 
had proposed to spend only $20.7 
million in yeal--round and 
summer "nonschool" child 
feeding programs, including 
$4.8 million in summer 
programs. Later, following 
protests from city officials and 
Congressmen. the ad- 
ministration hiked its request 
and reshuffled funds to make a 
total of $18.1 million available 
for July-August summer 
programs. 

Ajrnong the areas receiving 
major increases under Mon- 
day's action were: (The figures 



shown is the total new 
allocation.) 

District of Columbia 
$1,154,918; Maryland $727,284; 
New York $972,660; Penn- 
sylvania $1,131,169; Florida 
$515,67,5; Georgia $1,134,211; 
Tennessee $714,043; Ilinois 
$1,739,457; Michigan $1,173,860 
and California $708,300. 

New York State, like 
California, had requested an 
unusually sharp increase this 
year. Officials had asked for 
nearly $4.15 million and got a 
little less than one quarter of the 
amount. 

Legislation authorizing the 
program and this summer's 
expanded sending has not yet 
cleared Congress but it ex- 
pected to soon. The legislation 
would allow spending up to $100 
million to supplertient other 
child feeding budgets, but 
administration officials in- 
dicated in Monday's an- 
nouncement they were 
prepared to use only $11.2 
million of the additional funds 
for summer feeding.

WASHINGTON (UPI)— AU la 
ready for the official debut of 
the U.S. Postal Service "njurs- 
day— from modernistic new 
eagles on mailboxes . to the 
eight-cent stamp— but don't 
hold your breath waiting for 
dramatic improvements in pos- 

W. service. _ 

Even Postmaster General 
Winton M. Blount, a big ;nan 
with . big ideas, ' jsays it is 
"somewhat unrealistic" to ex- 
pect changes overnight. 

"I know the shortness of the 
fuse of the American public. 
They say, 'You've got reform. 
Why the hell haven't you fixed 
the place?'" he said in an 
interview. 

"Postal service is getting 
better now and will continue to 
get better, It's much like* a 
growing boy. If you go away 
for six months and come back, 
you'll notice he's shot up six 
inches. We are looking toward 
this goal." 

The goal, says "Red" Blount, 
is a "highly mechanized, 
efficient" mail service. "Five 
years from now it will be in 
place," he predicts. 

The July 1 inauguration of 
the Postal Service, a semi- 
independent government cor- 
poration, will feature open 
houses at local post offices, 
their walls decorated with 
blowups of historical postage 
stamps and exhibits depicting 
nu)<>men at work. Souvenir 
envelopes and a first-day issue 
of first class stamps with the 
postal service's new eagle 
emt>lem will tie on sale. 

As the Post Office Depart- 
ment fades into history, Blount 
already is pushing ahead with 
plans to overcome some of the 
system's most pressing prob- 
lems. Foremost is the move- 
ment of an estimated 87 billion 
pieces of mail this year,- a 
volume which is expected to 
reach 120 billion by the end of 
the decade. 

"We have a huge gap in 
"bapital investment compared to 
the private sector," said 
dlount, a self-made millionaire 
in the construction business in 
Montgomery, Ala. "But we 
have a blUion-doUar program to 
build a bulk mail system. 
TTiat's major move toward 
providing capital improve- 
ments." 

By 1974, Blount expects to 
tiave 21 centers and 12 satellite

facilities operating just to 
handle the bullf mail— publica- 
tions, advertisements, cata- 
logues, jjarcels and thfi like — 
that is clogging the postal 
system -ever-bigger numbers. 
One such'plant already is open 
in Cincinnati; ^ 
. Building imdlmchinjry_ lnir_ 
provements willlK much easier 
now that the Postal Service can 
issue bonds, without wprrying 
about appropriations frSm Con- 
gress, bu't transportation is a 
major problem beyond Blount's 
control. " ■ 

The airlines recently elimin- 
ated more than 700 flights, 
most of them late-night runs 
preferred for mail shipmei)ts, 
and the new government-, 
operated rail passenger system 
— Amtrak— has abandoned 180 
trains formerly used for mail 
service. ' 

Still, Blount has promised 
that airmail posted in special 
boxes before i pjn. will be 
delivered the next day in 
principal cities within 600 miles, 
or the second day beyond that 
distance. So far, officials report 
an 87 per cent success record. 

Yet to come will be similar 
delivery goals for first class 
mail. And Blount is not ruling 
out future increases, in postal 
rates to pay for improved 
service and rising costs, 
although "I'm not predicting 
any increases at this point."

Ellsberg 
case lag 
apparent 



LOS ANGELES (UPI)-The 
arraignment of Dr. Daniel 
Ellsberg on charges of unau- 
thorized possession of the 
Pentagon papers probably will 
not take place for two or three 
weeks. Assistant U.S. Attorney 
David Nissen said Tuesday. 

Nissen said it also was too 
early to tell whether the trial 
would be held in Los Angeles or 
Boston. 

Eaisberg surrendered himself 
to federal authorities in Boston 
Monday morning on a criminal 
complaint issued by the U.S. 
attorney's office nere. The 
grand jury indidtmcnt returned 
Monday afternoon supersedes 
the complaint. 

Nissen said it was normal 
procedure in federal criminal 
cases for a lapse of several 
weeks before arraignment. 

Niasen said that normally the 
trial would be held in Los 
Angeles since the alleged 
offenses occurred here, but he 
said Eaisljerg's attorneys could 
move to shift the trial lo 
Boston. He said such a motion 
would be heard in U.S. District 
Court here. 

Ellsberg, who publicly admit- 
ted "leaking" the Pentagon 
papers to the news media, was 
charged with unauthorized pos- 
session and converting the 
docisnents to his own use in 
September or October, 1969, 
while be was on the staff of the 
Rand Corp. in Santa Monica, 
Calif. 



LONDON (UPI)— A Soviet 
professor has advanced a 
theory of aging which offers the 
hope of a healthier and longer 
life for humans. 

Prof. V. M. Oilman of the N. 
N. Petrov Research Institute of 
Leningrad suggests that while 
death is inevitable, the undigni- 
fied decline into disease and 
senility that often precedes It is 
not. 

The medical weekly. The 
Lancet, gave Oilman's hypothe- 
sis seven closely-argued pages. 
His theory is basically that 
most of the maladies and 
conditions associated with aging 
are due to an increasing 
instability in the systems 
regulating the body. 

The two major systems are 
the endocrine and nervous 
systems and the most impor- 
tant organ in ensuring their 
coordination is the hypothala-. 
mus in the train. 

Oilman said the "gradital 
disorders" of aging such aa 
Increased lx)dyweight,-higher 
level of blood cholesterol, lower 
tolerance of carbohydrates and 
the climacteric (change of life) 
arise from increased activity in 
the systems and not —as is 
generally postulated— a de- 
crease. 

At some point the hypothala- 
mus finds itself unable to l - 
maintain the "internal integri- 
ty" of the body against the 
mounting changes and pres- 
siu-es of living and the final 
decline is under way. 

What is Ideally needed, 
Oilman said, is some way of 
restoring the normal rhythmic 
activity of the systems and 
reestablishing the control of the 
hypothalamus. While "means of 
this sort are not yet availa- 
ble ... we may anticipate that 
pharmacojogical agents pos- 
sessing these properties will 
eventually be found," he said. 

In the meantime. Oilman 
-suggested research on a piece- 
meal solution which would 
involve an attack on all the 
different stages of the aging 
process.

PHNOM PENH (UPI)-Since 
its inclusion In, the Indochina 
War 15 months ago, Camlwdia 
has become a small but 
growing "way station" for hard 
drugs bound for American 
servicemen In Vietnam. 

Much of the heroin and opium 
carried through Cambodia finds 
its way into South Vietnam 
aboard U.S. military aircraft, 
diplomatic sources said. 

The sources said that Phnom 
Penh is not yet "a major 
supply point," but there is a 
constant flow of drugs from 
Bangkok and Vientiane— bound 
for Vletnam-^jaaslng through 
Cambodian airjwrts. 

U.S. Ambassador E^ory 
Swank has protested heroin 
movement through Phnom 
Penh's Pochentong Airport to 
Cambodian police and Inimlgra- 
tlon officials, the sources said, 
and was assured of Cambodian 
cooperation in combating the 
traffic. 

Swarik made the protest 
shortly after returning from a 
recent , meeting of American 
ambassadors to Southeast 
Asian'a)un tries. 

L,ast week Swank called in 
William T. Wanzek, regional 
director of the U.S. Bureau of 



Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs, from his Bangkok base 
to In vestigate the trafficking . 
^ Wanzek spent • two days 
fmtervlewing Cambodian civil 
servants and police. He said 
'they were cooperative. . 

Despite the Cambodian prom- 
ises of aid, however, no visiblej;^ 
progress In the fight against the 
drug traffic has been made, 
diplomatic sources said. On the 
contrary, the small amount of 
drug transferrals in Camlx>dla' 
ha$ picked up steadily. 

Accjtirding to officials inter- 
viewed in Phnom Penh, the 
trafficking is simple, and 
requires little aid from high 
ranking.customs officials, as in 
other ciipitals. 

The drugs are carried into 
Pochentong Airport on military 
civllian flights, and passed 
through a normally lax Cambo- 
dian customs check. 

From there, they are passed 
to a second military flight 
headed for South Vietnam. 

Vietnamese air force C119 
flying boxcars or C123 provi- 
ders, which By, military cargo 
to Cambodia, return to Saigon 
empty, except for the drug 
shipments, the sources claim. 



Shale leases set 



WASHINGTON (OTI) -In- 
terior Secretary Rogers C. B. 
Morton said Tuesday the 
government was prepared to 
l^ase federally-owned oil shale 
fields in Colorado, Wyoming 
and Utah to private developers 
by late 1972, 

It was the first move by the 
Nixon administration toward 
opening up what Is potentially 
the richest oU deposit in the 
world. 

Experts have estimated that 
as much as four trillion barrels 
of crude oil could be squeezed 
from the underground shale in 
the Rocky Mountain states. 
This is about 10 times the 
world's present crude oil 
supply. 

Recovering the oil, however, 
is technically difficult and 
economically risky. And Morton 
laid down a series of environ- 
mental protection measures 
which companies going after 
the oil would have to meet. 

But . Sen. Gordon Allott, R- 
Colo., said the move could 
mean 30,000 new Jobs and $3 
billion boost to the economy of 
the three states by 1983. "At 
long last the commercial 
development of oil shale in the 
West is becoming a reality," he 



said. 

Oil is extracted from shale 
rock through a heat process 
known as "retorting." Experts 
say at least 30 gallons must be 
recovered from a ton of rock 
for the process to be economi- 
cally attractive.

Roberts, 22, was killed by a 
single .38-caliber gunshot in the 
chest as he tried to. enter the 
apartment of Willis E. Minis, 
33. Both Roberts and Minis are 
black. 

"He had opened the screen 
and was trying to open the 
inner door," Minis told police. 
"I told him to go away, but he 
didn't and the only thing he 
said was some mumbled words 
that didn't make any sense." 

Police said Roberts' apart- 
ment was in a group of 
buildings, each identical in 
appearance and each with its 
own outside door. Officers said 
the victlni could have mistaken 
the Minis apartment for his 
own a block 'away. 

He was nude and just 
standing there, apparently try- 
ing to get in, a homicide 
detective said of the 6-foot-3, 
19(H»und player, who was due 
to report to the training camp 
of the National Football League 
Cleveland club July 11. 

Roberts' pretty wife, Cora, a 
"bunny" at the Kansas City 
Playboy club, told police her 
husband left their apartment 
Monday night with two men. 
She said she never saw him 
again. 

Police gave no reason why 
Roberts was nude when he was 
killed. They did not say if 
liquor or narcotics were in- 
volved, but an autopsy was 



ordered. 

Roberts, who played his 
college football at Central 
Missouri State, also wa^ a 
track star. He held the Missouri 
In terscholastic Athletic Associa- 
tion indoor record for the high 
and low hurdles. 

His college coach, Howard 
Mahanes, said of Roberts: 

"Larry played four years of 
football for us. He was a fine 
football player for us. He was 
always an asset to the school 
and the football, team." Ma- 
hanes said Mrs. Roberts was a 
football princess at the college 
two years ago. 

Roberts was a 13th round 
draft choice of Cleveland two 
years ago, but played last 
season for Winnipeg in the 
Canadian Football League. A 
spokesman for the Browns said 
Roberts had been sent a 
contract but had not yet 
returned it. 

In the off season, Roberts 
was employed by a Kansas City 
Department store. He and his 
wife lived in a relatively new 
apartment complex in an older 
neighborhood on the city's far

Mind Your Money

Q — Several years ago I 
opened a certificate of deposit 
account with a downtown bank. 
I decided to close the account as 
soon as I received my next 
dividend. 

One of th^ officials told me the 
amount I thought Iwas going to 
get did not agree with the 
hank's ledger. I had to wait at 
the bank from 11 a.m. until 3 
pjn. to finally get the amount 
shown on my passbook. Is this 
ethical? -S. L., Washington, D. 
C. 

A — I don't know. The 
tianking laws are labyrinthine. 
In the past when I told readers 
to try sending complaints into 
the various banking regulatory 
agencies — nothing happened. 
Apparently these agencies have 
no efiective system of handling 
consumer complaints. 

Help may be on the way. The 
National Commission on 
Cohsumer Finance is in- 
vestigating consumer 
protection procedures (or lack 
of them) among regulatory 
agencies for banks and other 
lending Institutions. Consumer 
comments about problems with 
money lenders are invited for 
the record.

The Supreme Court, upholding 
the decision of the trial. court, 
reasoned the city was asking 
the cburt to assume a legislative 
function and decree that only 
one particular type of landscap- 
ing is required. 
' Thecourtconcluded.however, 
the legislature had left such 
decisions up tp the Idaho Board 
of Highway Directors. 

In another case , the high court 
affirmed a Fourth District deci- 
sion which stated Mrs. Maurine 
L. Meyer, Boise, did not' ade- 
quately prove her contention a 
1969 fall .was caused by the

But Haakonstad appealed to 
the Supreme Court, claiming, 
among other things, that the 
icy conditions should not have 
excused Hoff from failing to 
yield the" right of way. 

The court ruled in favor of 
Haakonstad on the point, but 
also ruled there should have 
been a finding as to any pos- 
sible contributory negligence on 
the part of Haakonstad.

U.S. CIA chief 
talks in Israel

The director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) is in 
Israel for a round of talks with 
top government officials, diplo- 
matic sources in Tel Aviv .said 
today.

Richard C. Helms came at a

diplomacy, with a possible 
Israeli-Soviet detente in the 
cards, Israel upset over a 
"phantom" peace plan and 
Jerusalem and Wa-shington 'Ift 
apparent disagreement over the 
Soviet involvement in the Arab 
world. 

In Washington, administration 
officials said the United States 
is prepared to present Israel 
and Eypt some specific sugges- 
tions on negotiating an agree- 
ment to reopen the Suez Canal, 
closed since the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli war. Although the 



po-isibility of taking a more 
positive approach has been 
under consideration for some 
time, the officials admitted it 
hjid been hastened by the furor 
over the "phantom memoran- 
dum . "

Data released 
on poison use 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Act- . 
ing upon the complaint of Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, the 
Department of Interior has re- 
versed the refusal of a govern- 
ment agency in Boise to relcise 
information -on Federal use of 
predator poisons in Idaho. _ 

Tuesday,Church described the 
decision as ' 'clearing a way some 
governmental red tape which has 
prevented the people from 
securing factual information on 
the use of potentially harmful 
poisons to control wildlife." 
" — The case" grew out of the 
Idaho Environmental council's 
attempt to securevnformation 
from the interior department's 
division of wildlife services in 
Boise on the extent of federal 
Dse of the predator poison 
1080" In Idaho. 
The division in Boise, as fe- 
deral regional officials in Port- 
land, refused to disclose the 
Information on grounds, that the 



matter of predator ' control is 
now a subject of litigation. 

After the council's predator 
control committee complained 
alyjut the refusiil to disclose the 
information. (T^iurch wrote to 
Spencer H. Smith, director of 
the bureau of sport fisheries 
and wildlife, to urge that the 
data be made available. 

Charging that the official ex- 
cuse for refusing to release the 
information, was "unsuppor- 
able" Church said that the work 
of the division of wildlife ser- 
vicesinldahoshouldeither stand 
on. its merits or be changed. 

In either case. Church said, 
the public has a right to "ready 
access to information" on the 
division'^ work.

Many of these 
are scattered throughout the 
book, adding warmth and 
charm.
